BONMAN, Pa., July IS — In a deluge of rain, while thunder and 
lightning rent the skies ibove, grim rescue workers early today trundled 
out of the depth of a bituminous coal mine the canvas-covered bodies 
of 63 men killed by an explosion yesterday. 
Although the Hoppers Co., operator of the mine, announced belief 
al! the victims of Pennsylvania'**-------------------------------------------------- 
worst

disaster in

decade have been found, the gas- 
masked rescue crews still explored 
pitch-black shafts in the possibility 
others may have been trapped. 
Moet of the deed had been suf­ 
focated. Others were burned. 
Only 31 meg escaped from the 
mine, sloping two miles Into the

earth from a mountainside, when 
either gas or coal dust exploded 
and snuffed out the lives of those 
caught farther in.

crawling on all fours to shelter

The company received an unveri­ 
fied report that a spark from a 
ma] cutting machine aet off the 
blast. 
Little damage was done to 
the mine itself. 
Stanley CL Yuwus, 23. one of the 
survivors, said: 
“It was more of a concussion than 
an explosion. A great ball of white 
fire swept down the tunnel. I was 
knocked down. 
W ith the others, I 
scrambled out on my hands and 
knees.” 
About 1.200 were employed in 
the mine in three shifts. 
The ex­ 
plosion swept through only three 
sections, however. 
Honman is In the southwestern

worker discovered 
that a group of 34 m iners erected a 
brattice of wooden planks and put 
a canvas over it in a vain effort to 
keep out the deadly gas.

News Indicates Nazis Would Be Just As Happy lf 


They Didn't Have To Make Invasion Threat Good

N EW YORK. July 16—Today's news from Rome and Berlin rather 
forces the impression that the Nazis would be juM as happy if they 
didn't have on their hands the Job of making good their threat to in­ 
vade England and annihilate that island kingdom 
With a month passed since France succumbed, the conquering 
Germans still are withholding the* 
--- 
blow of their upraised fist. Mean­ 
while. the continent is drifting to­ 
wards chaos and famine, while Brit­ 
ain daily grows stronger militarily 
and displays real power both on 
offense and defense. 
Hitler’s hatred of England and 
his desire to break that country 
wide open is well known. 
The Nazi press has signaled that 
Germany is ready for the attack 
That likely Is so. but I can see 
several reasons why Herr Hitler 
might prefer to get a quick settle­ 
ment and wind up the war. 
The 
way 
things 
stand 
he is far from 
sure that a 
direct 
assault on Eng­ 
land will result In 
speedy termina­ 
tion 
of the 
conflict. It might have 
done had he atruck some time ago, 
but the situation has altered. 
I think British Premier Churchill 
in his historic speech Sunday night 
put his finger on one reason why 
the axis might be glad to offer 
England 
a 
compromise 
to save 
further fighting. Speaking of the 
projected invasion, he remarked: 
"AU I can say is that any plan 


which Hitler made two months ago 
must ha\c had to Ire entirely re­ 
cast In nnlwi to meet our new posi­ 
tion.” 
Churchill explained that his coun 
try uow has a million and a half 
troops 
under arms, 
“ and 
every 
week of June aud July has seen 
their organization, their defense 
and their striking power advance 
by leaps and bounds.” And ''behind 
the regular army we have more 
than a million of the local defense 
volunteers ” 
The British air force also has 
heen growing in power, as has been 
indicated clearly by both its defen­ 
sive and offensive operations. 
Another reason for haste is thai 
the danger of trouble in the Bal 
kans hasn't been eliminated, ainee 
Russia’s 
Intentions 
still 
remain 
cloudy. 
There is a third and perhaps 
even stronger reason which affects 
both Germany and Italy The Brit­ 
ish navy with its thousand war­ 
ships still controls the seas and 
maintains Its great blockade.
